and claim 3 has been canceled.

Independent claim 1 and corresponding dependent claims 2 and 4-18 are 
allowed as having incorporated the amended claim feature (allowable subject matter) as 
filed on 6/30/09. 

The prior art of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the amended claim 
feature as specified in claim 1 .
